Connections

FtadoShack store and online at RadoShackcorr) to rrake all 
connections.

Yellowjacks arefbrvideo, ted Jacks are for right audo, and v\hite Jacks 
ate for left audo.

Ttm on theTV and 
thedeviceyouwantto view The selector cycles through all inputs 
based on the priority of the front panel input and then IINFUTI, 
IM’UTZ IM’Ur3 IIM’Ur4 The selector goes to the device v«th the 
top priority that is powered on. The iridcatoronthefrontofthe

If you ttm on two devices at the same time, the selector selects the 
device v«th top priority based on the priority of the front panel input 
IM>Uri IM3JT2 IM>Ur3 and then IINFUT4 
You can also rranually select the desired device by pressing the 
button on the front of the selector The selector autorratically svutehes 
to that input and its indcator lights. VUten you tun off that device, the 
selector cycles through all inputs then goes to the device the top 
priority that is powered on.
